San Fernando Valley Selected for 
Pilot Program 

All these requirements could 
met Los Angeles, but more specifi- 
the San Fernando Valley Dis-

program. 

Health department involvement 
community mental health education 
activities not new. Many depart- 
ments have had such experiences. 
fact, from 1948 until 1950 the Los An- 
geles City Health Department em- 
ployed full-time psychiatrist de- 
velop broad program education 
and consultation. 

The present program, which began 
1957, differs its utilization 
psychiatrists and behavioral scientists 
from outside the health department 
with the program planning being di- 
rected the department. 

The objective the program was 
not develop amateur psychiatrists, 
but rather sensitize community 
leaders some the general princi- 
ples and problems related emotional 
health and human relations. 

The San Fernando Valley was hard 
pressed for mental health services 
result the phenomenal doubling 
population ten years total 
over 700,000 persons spread over 
200 square miles. The resultant pres- 
sures the limited mental health 
services and the almost insuperable 
difficulties transportation facil- 
ities outside the area, created many 
serious problems. The valley also had 
newly formed welfare planning 
which was considering these 
problems. addition, two infant vol- 
untary mental health agencies were 
just developing. One, branch the 
Southern California Mental Hygiene 
Association, was with all 
aspects mental health; the second, 
the Mental Health Services Board, 
was primarily interested the devel- 
opment out-patient services 
the Valley. 

After considerable delay, due the 
overwhelming number program re- 
quests, the State Department Men- 
tal Hygiene allocated $6,000 for 
mental health education 
program. The funds covered psychia- 
consultation, half-time clerk, 
and educational materials. The San 
Fernando Valley District health offi- 
cer was assigned direct the pro- 
gram. The health department’s di- 
rector health education and the 
district health educator were given 


responsibility for program planning 
and coordination.

Programs Planned for Index Groups 


The first year, 
planned for the first seven groups 
index people. Thirty-two sessions were 
held, which services nine differ- 
ent psychiatrists were used. the 
second year, additional groups were 
reached, including group from labor, 
Programs extended from large one- 
day conference with sub-discussion 
groups intensive two-week, all-day 
workshops. Some meetings were held 
night, others Saturdays. Each 
group established its own leader 
see that its own program structure 
was adhered to. 

Invariably, the groups developed 
educational approach with subject 
matter similar that outlined the 
‘Milbank Fund and that out- 
ered the essentials emotional ma- 
turity, the development mature 
personality, experiences which con- 
symptoms unhealthy personality 
trends, anxiety, types emotional ill- 
ness, essentials psychopathology, 
the nature professional relation- 
ships, and what professional persons 
can promote healthy emotional 
growth. 

The programs were quite varied. 
Some were fairly unstructured 
sions led psychiatrists psycholo- 
gists while others included intensive 
presentations skilled consultants 
from the fields psychiatry, psychol- 
ogy, sociology education. others, 
combination several educational 
techniques was used. The focus, al- 
though centered the broad field 
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mental health, ranged from the gen- 
eral area human relations through 
the specifies working with the emo- 
tionally disturbed. subjects 
such things as: the social 
worker and the unwilling client labor 
and the problems alcoholism, aging 
and mental illness; in-service train- 
ing for health department nursing 
staff emotional problems 
encountered daily activities. op- 
portunity was provided throughout 
for participants explore their own 
feelings and attitudes and develop 
insight into how feelings and emotions 
affect funetion and productivity. 

Later the Valley Mental Hygiene 
Association set series parent 
education groups. This As- 
sociation was inestimable aid 
assisting and securing 
the proper resource psychiatrists for 
programs. For instance, the ministers 
were fearful psychiatrist would not 
familiar with pastoral counseling 
problems. psychiatrist who had had 
considerable experience with ministers 
was found and agreed participate 
the program. The ministers and the 
psychiatrist later agreed they had 
learned great deal about each 
other’s responsibilities and compe- 
tencies. 

Program Evaluation 

evaluation after the second year 
disclosed that many groups desired 
persons other than psychiatrists for 
consideration certain topics. the 
subsequent renewal the contract, 
the State Department Mental Hy- 
giene agreed the be- 
havioral scientists the program. 

The planning committee had an- 
ticipated some difficulty interesting 
busy publie school administrators 
credit and would not contribute 
required in-service training points to- 
ward salary but forty- 
four principals signed 
tended almost every session 
eight week series. They participated 
emotionally disturbed teacher, the 
emotional needs administrators, 


and similar topies. 

intended the original provi- 
sions the grants, the close working 
relationship with the Valley Mental 
Hygiene Association helped strengthen 


their program. Ample opportunity 
was provided for the ‘‘index’’ people 
learn the association’s objectives 
and needs. This association and the 
other voluntary mental health asso- 
ciation, the Mental Health Services 
Board, integrated their efforts and, 
through joint encouragement and sup- 
port, the State Department Mental 
Hygiene established 
clinie utilizing health department 
health center. This has since 
been expanded until now operates 
daily and its staff also carry 
educational program with community 
groups. 

number intangible relation- 
ships grew out the program. Min- 
isters, labor leaders, teachers, admin- 
istrators, health 
school teachers and nurses learned 
communicate with each other and 
with specialists the field mental 
health. 

Utilization variety evalua- 
tion techniques disclosed that without 
exception the expectations partici- 
pants were largely realized. Findings 
from this first year’s evaluations have 
since been into subse- 
quent programs. 

The health department administra- 
tors saw value 
training its own staff and have em- 
barked further education staff 
mental health principles, utilizing 
the professional consultation service 
available under the Short-Doyle Act 
services established under the Los An- 
geles County Mental Health Author- 
ity. 

The health staff devel- 
oped better understanding what 
groups want know about mental 
health. They also made every attempt 
evaluate what Griffiths 
the participants’ reactions ‘‘based 
their value Ginsburg 
and others have the 
efficacy ‘‘changing attitudes 
educational measures’’, but did 
express the belief that 
related professional fields repre- 
sents one the most important and 
useful mental hygiene approaches 
based the entirely valid idea that 
members these professions exercise 
great influence others 

The Los Angeles City Health De- 
partment gained considerable esteem 
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the valley community during its 
planning sessions with such varied 
groups. These groups gained new 
understanding health, which 
some them thought was only con- 
cerned with the control communi- 
disease. 

The department has benefited from 
the many excellent indi- 
viduals who have become resource 
for other programs. Considerable en- 
thusiasm was also engendered for 
more effort mental health 
groups who have proceeded their 
own plan programs the field 
mental health education. They have 
learned they can look their 
health department for guidance 
such planning. 


Conclusion 

Groups ‘‘index’’ people exist 
every community who are 
tions help others develop healthier 
personalities.

Epidemiological Note—Poliomyelitis* 


The incidence paralytic polio- 
myelitis continues record low 
level throughout the United States 
although are now well into the 
poliomyelitis season. This low inci- 
dence during 1961 date thus con- 
tinues with cumulative figures lower 
than any comparable time recent 
years. 

Cumulative totals for the first 
weeks through July 29, 1961, now 
stand 327 cases, which 207 are 
paralytic. For the same period 
1960 there were 837 cases, 609 para- 
lytic. The table below presents cumu- 
lative totals through the 30th week 
for the past five years. These figures 
are taken from the CDC Poliomyelitis 
Surveillance Report No. 232, August 
1961.

Cancer Field Research 
Program Announced 


unique, cancer 
field research program will estab- 
lished this fall the California State 
Department Public Health 
launch systematic, four-prong at- 
tack California’s cancer problem. 
The Department will develop the 
most comprehensive field investigation 
cancer ever undertaken state, 
coordinated program studies 
cancer man and animals. 

The five-year project, financed 
the National Cancer Institute, will 
include human cancer epidemiology, 
epizoology, virus studies, and studies 
physical and environmental stresses 
which may cause cancer. 

The program, with headquarters 
the California State Department 
Public Health Berkeley and field 
work concentrated Alameda and 
Contra Costa Counties, will conduct 
investigations the following areas: 

Human Cancer Epidemiology: 

determine the personal char- 
acteristics and background, 
well the environmental condi- 
tions, which may distinguish 


groups cancer patients from 


comparable groups people 
who are free cancer. This pro- 
gram will concentrate study 
time, initially cancer the 
breast and uterus. 


Viral Studies: continuation 
attempts isolate cancer agents 
from human and animal tissues. 
Intensive chemical tests will 
conducted determine the pos- 
sible presence biochemical 
and biophysical 
tween cancerous and normal tis- 
sues. 


Epizoology: study cancer 
dogs, cats and certain species 
birds; investigate leukemia 
leukemia-like disease dairy 
and other species ani- 
mals; and explore the possi- 
bility studying cancer wild 
life—skunks, foxes, coyotes, and 
smaller species. 


Physical and Chemical Studies 
the Environment: the long- 
range objective this part 
the investigation study the 
relationship between some the 
new substances the environ- 
ment and cancer. Immediate 
activities include the develop- 
ment methods for estimating 
the exposure people radia- 
tion devices and radioactive 
materials food, water, and air 
and the measurement sub- 
stances associated with air pollu- 
tion. Other environmental agents 
studied include heavy 
metals that may cause cancer, 
and cooking and cutting oils. 


The new cancer field research pro- 
gram will supplement the work 
clinical research centers which are be- 
ing established several institutions 
throughout the country. will sup- 
port clinical research through studies 
man and animals. 

This the largest research grant 
the State Health Department has ever 
received, and additional funds prob- 
ably will available next year for 
the construction laboratory facili- 
ties.

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DRINKING WATER STANDARDS REVISED 


Luther Terry, M.D., Surgeon 
General, United States Public Health 
Service, has announced the first major 
revision the Drinking Water 
Standards for the United States since 
1946. 

First promulgated 1914, the 
standards form the basis for legally 
regulating the drinking water used 
trains, airplanes, buses, and vessels 
interstate commerce. They are 
formulated National Advisory 
Committee the Public Health 
Service. 

their wide application 
and acceptance, the standards have 
served guide for control water 
supplies generally 
country. This especially true for 
California where the standards have 
been used the basis regulating 
water supplies under permit.* 

the revised standards, require- 
ments for water quality were gener- 
ally raised. Few changes were made 
standards. Limits 
for certain chemical pollutants were 
added for the first time. 

Also, for the first time, the stand- 
ards include limits concentrations 
radioactivity drinking water. 
These limits are follows: 

Radium 
micromicrocuries per liter 
Strontium 
micromicrocuries per liter 
Gross beta activity— 
1,000 micromicrocuries per liter 


With the continuing growth pop- 
ulation, industrial expansion, and 
manufacture new chemi- 
‘al compounds, there need for 
setting safe and acceptable limits for 
new impurities drinking water sup- 
plies. The current revision includes 
limitations the following chemicals 
not previously regulated 

Alkyl benzene sulfonate (deter- 
gents), barium, cadmium, carbon 
chloroform (exotic 
organic chemicals), cyanide, ni- 
trate and silver. (Revision 
chemical limits shown table 
below. 


* In two respects California requirements are 
restrictive than those of the 
USPHS. These are the mandatory limits 
for fluoride and for total solids. 


extractables 


The report sets forth general guide- 
lines for water protection, including 
the requirement that drinking water 
contain impurity which would of- 
fend sight, taste, and smell. Moreover, 
substances which may have deleteri- 
ous physiological effects, for which 
physiological effects are not known, 
should not introduced into the 
water system any way that would 
permit them reach the consumer. 

Although the growing 
potentially harmful 
sources drinking water was recog- 
nized, the committee did not find 
necessary include limits for all the 
chemicals that have varying degrees 
potential. Consideration was 
given the more common chlorinated 
hydrocarbon and organophosphate in- 
secticides but the information avail- 
able was not sufficient establish 
specific limits for these chemicals. 
Moreover, the concentration these 
chemicals, where tested, have been 
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below those which would constitute 
known health hazard. The committee 
stated that pollution water supplies 
with such contaminants can become 
significant, however, and urged that 
the problem kept under closer sur- 
They recommended that reg- 
ulatory action taken minimize 
drinking water. 

The committee which revised the 
standards was composed represent- 
atives thirteen scientific, profes- 
sional, and industrial organizations, 
and three federal agencies. techni- 
Health Service officers was appointed 
assist them. Henry Ongerth the 
Bureau Sanitary Engineering, 
State Department Public Health, 
toxicology was established 
review the chemical standards.
